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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
22-34 to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 22-34 been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15, 17-21 and 35-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest, alone or in combination the invention of the instant application. 
Specifically, the closest prior art, the IEEE article entitled, "FAULTS: An Equipment 
Maintenance and Repair Systems Using a Relational Database", fails to teach the 
feature the installation and removal of equipment within an area serviced by one of the 
plurality of service centers found in claim 1 . Regarding claim 13, the closest prior art 
mentioned above fails to teach or suggest where the equipment was installed and the 
one of plurality of service centers associated the area and reasons for removal.
